■ In claim 35, delete the term "appropriate" in the last line. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant claims 
29-31 are drawn to compounds of the formula 




wherein R1 and R2 are unbranched or branched C1-C12 alkyl, which is unsubstituted or 
substituted by halogen, cyano or nitro; X and Y, independently of one another, are a 
straight-chain or branched alkylene bridge with 1 to 20 carbon atoms, which is 
unsubstituted or substituted by halogen, cyano or nitro; and R is CH(C 2 -C 4 alkyl) 2 , 
whereby the two C2-C4 alkyl radicals are identical and unbranched. Instant claims 21- 
28 are drawn to vermin-repellent compositions comprising a compound of formula (I) 
according to claim 29 and at least one diluent or spreading additive. Instant claims 32 
and 33 are drawn to methods for deterring or repelling vermin from an animal, a human, 
or an object comprising applying the compound of claim 29 to said animal, human or 
object. Instant claims 34 and 35 are drawn to methods for deterring or repelling vermin 
from an animal, a human, or an object comprising applying to said animal, human, or 
object, an amount of a vermin-deterrent or vermin-repellent composition comprising a 
compound of the above formula wherein R is unbranched or branched C1-C15 alkyl, 
which is unsubstituted or substituted by halogen, cyano or nitro; each of R1 and R2 
individually is unbranched or branched C1-C12 alkyl, which is unsubstituted or 
substituted by halogen, cyano or nitro; each of X and Y, independently of one another, 
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is a straight-chain or branched alkylene bridge with 1 to 20 carbon atoms, which is 
unsubstituted or substituted by halogen, cyano or nitro; and at least one diluent or 
spreading additive, which deters or repels the vermin. 

Compounds of the closest prior art include N,N-bis(2-ethoxyethyl)palmitamide, 
N,N-bis(2-ethoxy)-2-ethylhexanamide, and N,N-bis(2-ethoxyethyl)decanamide as 
disclosed by U.S. Patent No. 3,515,754 (Mod et al.); N,N-dimethoxymethylacetamide, 
and N,N-dimethoxymethylpropionamide as disclosed by U.S. Patent No. 3,712,926 
(Petersen); and N,N-bis(methoxymethyl)acetamide as disclosed by JP 48-042279 
(Suzusho et al.). However, neither Mod et al. nor Petersen disclose, teach, or 
reasonably suggest compounds wherein R, as represented in the formulas above, is 
CH(C2-C4 alkyl)2, whereby the two C2-C4 alkyl radicals are identical and unbranched. 
Also, Mod et al., Petersen et al., and Suzusho et al. do not reasonably disclose, teach 
or suggest the compositions according to their inventions as suitable to deter or repel 
vermin.
